Hurt by Freeze 

WESLACO. Tex.. Feb. 3 Ml - 
A citrus export estlnutted Satur- 
day that 80 per cent of the Low- 
er Rio Granite valley citrus trees 
oxaped damage durhig the early 
January freoTC.

' Frondlzl spoke out In 
dress . a t- Parana, a t- O-tlm e _whM 
he appeared to have settled a 
crisis with his armed forces 
chiefs. Angered by Argentina'? 
so-called soft stand at the hem- 
lspherc'$ foreign nrinlstcrs meet- 
ing, they had dcn\anded he 
break relations with communist 
Cuba. 

Prondlzl then summoned home 
Ambassador Julio Amoed o fro m 
Havana and a communtnue an- 
nounced that ■ Argentina would, 
vote to oust Cuba from the Or- 
ganUatlon ot American Statcsj 
when the issue came before the 
group's council meeting la Wash- 
ington. 

But now his defiant^ defense 
of Argentina's position In the 



ipcech at Parana seemed cer- 
tain 'to'sot the crisis boiling 
ogajn. 

Frondlzl accused "reactionary 
sectors'.'. ln-thc_Unltcd-States jf 
conspiring with "their direct ond 
Indirect agents in Latln-Amcrl- 
can countries to foster Insur- 
rection against the national gov- 
ernments which fight for the 
dignity and Independence of 
their peoples." 

Frondlzl emphasized that Ar- 
gentina demonstrated its con- 
tempt for communism In Cubo 
by voting for the resolution say- 
ing Castro-communism was in- 
compatible v;lth the inter-Ameri- 
can system. 

But he defended the absten- 
tion of Argentina, Brazl), Bo- 
livia, Chile, Ecuador and Mexi- 
co at Punta del Este from vot- 
ing sanctions against Prime Min- 
ister Fidel Castro's regime. 

He said such a vote might 
damage the principle of nonin- 
tervention and stii' up political 
turmoil Jlwhich _wlll_ len d Itsel f 
to-a- continuation- of -the -most 
aggressive activities ot right- 
wing and left-wing extremists.'

Similar Questions Eyery Year 



'Each year at .this time the 
rush bcglna. Taxpayers, clutchlnff 
scribbled notes and- government 
tnsimctlon— pamphleta,— Btreaoi 
Into the bureau of Internal reve- 
nue otrice, located In the Sierra 
Life buUdlns in Lynwood ahop- 
plng center, and o^lc many ques- 
tions concerning Income tax that 
puzzle them. 

The bureau's employes are prC' 
pared for the .flood of questions 
and patiently answer them from 
rear to year, but Charles Olsen, 
senior internal revenue aseht. 



has pointed out to the Times- 
Newa that many of the questions 
aslced .throughout the years fol- 
' "w-a- certain pattern r- — — ~ 
To save both taxpayers and 
the service office employes lime 
and effort, Olsen prepared a list 
of the ID most common questions 
the confused taxpayer asks when 
he sets ready to.m^e out bis tax 
form. 

Olsen says the.^mjist common 
qucsUon oslted at the office Is, 
"Who must lllo (tn income t^ 
return?" It's n haslo question 



and Olsen says most persons 
could figure it out by readlDR 
the instructions. Nevertheless, it 
puales many."" — ' 
"As a general rule, says, 
anyone who made a gross in- 
come~ of SGOO or more, and la 
under 6S years, of oge, must file 
a return. If the person Is over 
03, he la allowed rh exemption 
of )1,200. Another exception con- 
cerns self- employment. If & per- 
son is self-employed and mokes 
^ net. Income 'of (400 or more, 
he mtiat file a return.". 




'What form should we use?" Is 
anotlier conunon- question. Ho- 
cently , the numb« of forms 
available to taxpSyeis has'bccti 
reduced, somewhat lessening the 
taxpayer's confusion. Now there 
are only two fonns— 1010 and 
lOiOA. Form 1010W was In use 
last year, but has been discon- 
tinued. 

'Qenerolly speaking," Olsen 
says, "form lOiOA is the most 
common form. It applies to wage 
earners who are subject to In- 
come tax withholding and who 
do not have on outside Income of 
ov er- WOO ,' and ^-hase wa ges do 
-~t excee(r$lD,000. 

'If a'person doesn't fit In this 
category, ho probably will ' use 
form 1040, which Is a longer 
fonn." 

.Another common question Is, 

What Is taxable Income?" 

- 01sen-says,-'"Tlie- best" WflyTo 
answer that Is to pay that all Ih' 
come is taxable, unless it Is spe' 
olflcolly excluded by law.'S 
— Examples-of commonrnon-tax: 
able hicome given by Olsen are 
social security payments, Injury 
payments and state, conigcnsn^ 
tlons. unemployment u^ges, In- 
surance payments following a 
death .and interest' gained from 
Investments In munclpol bonds. 

Idaho is one of the few states 
that has a community property 
law, and this prompts the next 
question' commonly asked, par- 
ticularly by young married cou- 
ples. TliB question, "How should 
I Hie?'* • 

Oeneralizlng, Olsen says the 
separate return is the one used 
when the taxpayer Is living by 
himself, tlie head of tlie house- 
hold, divorced or survlvlilg 
spoiise. 

The Joint return Is generally 
used ■ by all married couples hi 
Idaho, for the community prop- 
erty low dictates that married 
couples prepare a Joint return or 
community properly return.

For the post IS 'years Claude 
Jone.1,. .opera tor -of -the-Maglo 
Mountain ski area, has utlllied a 
pleco of World war II desert 
combat equipment In a most ur 
likely manner, aa a snow plow. 

But the many skiers in the 
area can give thanks each week- 
end to that 11-lon veteran ot the 
war— tliB halt-track that Jones 
uses to clear snow from Itock 
creek road. For the past 10 years 
the armored vehicle has served 
him faltlifully, Tlie skiing area 
actually was opened in IDID, but 
the war atoj^ped development and 
it was closed until the war ended.

ate Chinook salmon spawning 
nihs from the ocean to Idaho 
headwater streams of the vast 
Columbia rlvGT system. 

They want to know In particu- 
lar why the punch-card system 
for. ateelhead trout does not ap^ 
ply to salmon. The ateelhead 
punch-card system was ordered 
to become effoctlTe Jan. 1 by the 
Idaho f Isb and same oomolssfon 
end was adopted on a year-' 
rqund, basis la ^'Washington - n- 
c«atly to assist 1b Gommitlnx the 
annual harvest of ateelhead and 
to aid tn the enforcement ot 
dally and weekly catch limits. 
Oregon haa used the ateelhead 
pilQch-card system for years, 
Thufi all three' states now have a 
uniform method for collecting 
catch data tor summer ateelhead.
